Award New 
Contracts On 
$3,000,000 Outlay 


New road contracts amounting 
to $8,000,000 have been awarded 
by the Alberta highways depart- 


ment, forming part of its $17.4 Farm {mplement Manufacturers 


500,000 main road construction 
program for this vear 

Already work has started in 
various parts of the province as 
crews take advantage of weather 
conditions. 

One of the largest contracts 
was fog $657,109 for a stabilized 
gravel base course on a St-niile 
stretch from Tees Corner to 
Stettler. 

Estimated to cost $521,925. 
grading and other work will be 
done on a 16-mile strip from 
Delia to Hanna, in southern Al- 
berta. 

Grading and other work on 23 
miles of the northern road be- 
tween Dixonville and North Star 
at a cost of $276,815 also will be 
undertaken immediately. 

The program also. ineludes 
building of a stabilized gwravel base 
roadway east of Beiseker to 
Drumheller, at an estimated cost 
of $979,651 

A contract for $473,662 on the 
construction of a 1,000-foot rein 
forced concrete girder bridge over 
the South Saskatchewan river at 
Medicine Hat also has been 
awarded 

Work also is being started on 
construction of gravel base and 
asphalt surface on 22 miles of 
road in the Lundbreck Bellevue 
and Coleman-Crowsnest area. 

The highways department also 
has awarded a contract for erad- 
ing and other work from Rashaw 
to north of Ferintosh, 15 miles, at 
a cost of $165,041

How to secure a crop of polled 
calves from a herd of horned, 
commercia) cattle has been solved 
by David Ball, Registered Polled 
Shorthorn ‘Breeder of the Wood- 
bend district 


Having bred his purebred bul! 
“Alpine Cruiser” (an import from 
léxington, Missouri), to regular 
horned cattle on his ranch, Mr 
Ball has been gratified with his 
crop of “dehorned” calves. 

Only one out of “each four 
calves born .this spring on the 
Ball's Silver Bell ranch is of the 
“horned” variety 

Mr. Ball recommends this cross- 
breeding method to farmers who 
wish to switch from the herned 
to the polled variety of cattle 
without making an expensive 
change-over of breeds. 

In addition to “Alpine Cruiser,” 
the sire of the herd, Mr. Ball has 
five Registered Polled Shorthorn 
cows.
